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RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE BUREAU OF ADULT EDUCATION 
AND THE PUBLIC LIBRARIES OF THE STATE OF NEW YORK

In 1947 a survey was made in New York State to determine the role 
the public library might play in the further development of adult edu- 
cation services to the commnity.* Among the "findings" of this study 
was the definition of six basic and five optional services which public 
libraries might extend to their communities in this field. The “impli- 
cations" of the survey report indicated that "the first requirement of 
good library service to adult education groups is time for participation 
in community planning activities." 


Now, five years later, it is difficult to improve upon the recommen- 
dations of this report. However, it may still be helpful, in 1952, to 
take a closer look at the permissive two-way relationship existing, in 
this particular area of planning, between these working partners in life- 
long learning. 


It is abundantly clear that the library has given from the beginning, 
and continues to give, all sorts of services to the public school adult 
education program in terms of facilities, materials and even personnel. 
A catalog of such services would, in fact, be a history of the movement 
for continuing education. The current library-centered activities, which 
may be mentioned as outstanding examples of important contributions to 
general adult education, are the Great Books program and that of The 
American Heritage Foundation. These are coast-to-coast efforts to bring 
to the public a sharper awareness of the cultural and national back- 
ground of ideas wpon which our present intellectual defenses are built. 
Such response to the wide-spread need resulting from current inter 
national political pressures is, of course, in the finest tradition of 
adult education leadership. Those areas where libraries have been able 
to establish United Nations Education Centers are even more fortunate in 
their equipment to answer today's questions on world affairs. 


But there is no question that the Bureau of Adult Education should 
look to the long experience and impressive tradition of the public li- 
brary as an invaluable resource, not only for existing programs but for 
plotting the future course of adult education in the expanding American. 
community. This can perhaps be most significantly realized by encour- 
aging the 550 public school adult education directors throughout the State

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to include the local librarian on their advisory committees. In addition 
to her knowledge of community needs, she will bring to the planning 
sessions information on existing programs and thereby avoid possible 
duplication. She will be familiar with the group leadership potential 
and be able to anticipate probable reaction to program involvement as 
well as to assess the contribution of individual leaders to program de- 
velopment. The librarian may also be one of the principal agents for 
promotion of the public school adult education program. Through her key 
position in the library as community information expert, she may dis- 
tribute announcements and steer inquirers into class enrolment. Another 
very helpful extension of library service to the school adult program is 
found in the loan of a topical shelf of books to groups for discussion 
purposes. 


In turn, the Bureau staff in Albany stand ready to respond as con- i 
sultants, whenever and wherever possible, to aid in the organization or 
administration of adult education courses sponsored by the public li- 
braries of the State. One way in which this cooperative effort can be 
extended beyond the possible limits of face-to-face personnel activity 
is through the circulation of existing Bureau materials and the prepa- 
ration of additional teaching aids such as manuals, discussion guides 
and handbooks which spell out methods and techniques for the organi- 
zation of nonpublic school adult education programs. Requests for such 
materials as are on hand will be promptly filled until supplies are ex- 
hausted. 


In conclusion, we may forecast an even broader reference for working 
relationship between the Bureau of Adult Education and the public li- 
braries of the State of New York. As programs expand, more library staff 
members will be able to participate in training courses in discussion 
methods and group leadership to fit them better for work in their own 
adult education projects. And, conversely, as time goes on, more trained 
adult education specialists will be available as resource people for use 
in library programs. The library science course which now enrolls nonpro- 
fessional library workers and interested laymen in scattered areas 
throughout the State will, we hope, soon be part of every public school 
adult education program. And so, in the changing framework of community 
needs, an almost infinite variety of cooperative work relationships may 
be envisioned but these can best be defined by those who will meet them-- 
the citizens of tomorrow.

On Wednesday morning, September 10, we received word that Blizabeth M. 
Smith had died during the night. Her funeral was held on Saturday after- 
noon, September 13, in the Universalist Chapel at Woodstock, Vermont, 
where she had made her home for several years. Many of her New York 
State friends joined her relatives and neighbors at the beautiful serv 
i¢e in her memory. 

For one who had worked under Miss Smith's direction at the Albany 
Public Library for many years and had continued to benefit from her 
kindly interest and helpful advice in the years since her retirement in 
1945, there was an immediate sense of personal loss of a wise counselor 
and leader who had been most closely associated with the development of 
the Albany Public Idbrary. 

Elizabeth M. Smith had a long record of library service in New York 
State. In 1910 she became assistant reference librarian of the New York 
State Library and from 1912 to 1922 was head of the Order Section. She 
also served on the faculty of the New York State Library School from 1916 
to 1922. Miss Smith was chosen by the Albany Library trustees in 1922 
to be the Director of the new Albany Public Library formed by the amal- 
gamation of two small independent library systems which were transferred 
to the city of Albany in 1924. It was due to her vision, patience and 
determination that the Albany Public Library during her administration 
ereatly extended its services and became an influential institution in 
the community, earning the recognition and respect of librarians through- 
out the country. A firm believer in cooperation with civic groups, she 
gave herself without stint to the promotion and service of community 
organizations and demonstrated in many practical ways the Library's value 
to Albany. 

Miss Smith was a prominent civic leader, an organizer and president 
of the Albany City Club, past president of the Albany branch of the Ameri- 
can Association of University Women, an active member of the League of 
Women Voters, the New York State Adult Education Association, the Ameri- 
can Association for the United Nations and the Foreign Policy Association. 

Miss Smith made outstanding contributions to the library profession, 
serving on many committees in the state and national organizations. In 
New York State, we remember her service as president of the NYLA, as an 
organizer of the Hudson-Mohawk Library Association and as a member of the 
executive committee of the Friends of the Library in Albany. 

Librarians in New York State also recall with gratitude her share in 
the preparation of the Survey of public libraries in New York State which 
helped to bring about the State Aid program for County Library service 
systems. 

We who are in the Albany Public library remember Elizabeth M. Smith 
best as our able and devoted Director of Libraries who gave herself whole- 
heartedly to her ideal of public library service. But many of us value 
our memories of her as a farsighted citizen, a brilliant thinker, a 
genial scholar with a delightful sense of humor, a sympathetic listener 
with depths of understanding, a charming social companion, a lover of 
music and the theater and most of all, as a true and faithful friend.
